There is a splendid opening in 

t le South for the development of 
the poultry industry. In a num- 
ber of cases marked development 
has been made with eminent 
cesa, The most conspicious 
progress is to bo noted in sever- 
al places in Kast Tennessee, par- 
ticularly around Morristmvn.and 
in some portions ot Virginia 
Krom these points shipments of 
eggs by car-loads is a common 
occurence. 

At several points parties have 
made poultry their only indus 
try, devoting quite a little capi- 
tal to its development. At Kiv- 
erton, Va., the Morgan Duck 
Ranch is a unique place of inter- 
est. For several years this 
terprise has been carried on, 
at the present time there 
several thousand ducks ot all 
ages being prepared tor market. 

Poultry-raising in the South 
has numerous ad vantages. The 
climate is so mild that fowls do 
not need to be so carefully housed 
as is the case farther north. 
Lumber is cheap, and one need 
not be at great expense for suit- 
able buildings. Land for ranges 
is also cheap. With a very small 
capital one can go into the busi- 
ness on a considerable scale. 

The market for eggs and poul- 
try in the South is a very advan- 
tageous one. At the present 
time the supply is not sufficient 
lor local consumption. Further 
than this, it may be stated that

This 
spring is a popular resort on the

There is a large sale 
of the water in Athens, and it is 
brought in fresh from the spring 
every morning in sheep skins and 
n large earthen jars. Loues, the 
unner, is doing a jjood business, 
ind has increased the demand by 
epresenling that its use gave. him 1 
the strength and speed whichi.won" 
the Marathon race. 

The representatives of American 
loUegee. who were here in 1896 ac- 
luitted themselves with distin- 
fuibhed honor and carried off their 
hare of the prizes. One of the re- 
markable incidents was the capture 
by Robert Garrett of Baltimore, 
then of Princeton University, of the 
prize for discus throwing, a classic 
Greek game.

Can_Hens Through [Proper Feeding he 
Forced to Egg Production? 



There are ;i number of questions 
which one is asked in regard to 
poultry which would balk most an) 
one, but we rejoice at hearing such 
questions even though wc may not 
be able to answer them; they ofteo 
set us to thinking and we are there- 
by led to new ideas and different 

Can hens be forced to produce 
eggs whenever desirable? By this 
the question no doubt meant that 
if a hen is not producing eggs can 
she be forced by proper feeding to 
resume the duties of egg produc- 
tion. 

I doubt if any practical experi- 
ments were ever made alony this; 
hence we can theorize only upon the 
questior, 

There seems to be a prevalent 
idea, however, that a ben can be 
iorccd through proper feeding to 
lay an indefinite number ol eggs 
within a year. This ia not possi- 
ble, were it so then the Asiatic 
breeds could readily replace the 
Mediterranean breeds as egg pro- 
ducers. Feed and care may as- 
sist or encourage egg production, 
but this only to a limited extent 

Until a few years ago it was 
thought that a hen was only capa- 
ble of producing a given number ot 
eggs alter the production of which 
she becomes barren. This has 
been proven tc the contrary. While 
it is evident that the egg produc- 
tion decreases with age.it is not en- 
tirely discontinued. 

By summing up the above, we 
may readily see that while wc may 
feed and encourage • the egg pro- 
duction for the time being and to 
the extent of the egg sac, it doea 
not increase the number per annum. 
When the egg sac is exhausted, 
other tissues have been equally 
broken down in the production of 
eggs: rest for the upbuilding of 
these tissues is required and can 
not be overcome by feed however 
strong it may be. An old bird re- 
quires more time for the restora- 
tion of these wasted parts, hence

The history of this saying: "' 
shalt not see the years of Peter," is 
curious. As age after age sped by, and 
no bishop of Rome had left on record 
A reign of 25 years., a legend gaind cur-< 
iency that no pope should ever equal 
St. Peter in his tenure. This belie* 
became incorporated into the official 
pontificate of the Roman church. 

When Pius IX falsified it once and 
for all by a reign of 31 years, t months 
and 22 days, certain apologists — prin- 
cipally among the French — felt so 
keenly the inconvenience of the new 
fact that they hit upon the plan of 
adding to the25years of Peter's Rom- 
an pontificate an extra two montha 
and eight days which some sixth cen- 
tury catalogues allow, and then pro- 
ceeded to tacli these to another se'ven 
years — with variations of months and 
days — during which, it was alleged, 
St. Peter sat at Antioch. 

Pope Leo's confidence in his own 
longevity is illustrated by a couple of 
stories. Some 18 months ago a 
yourg journalist who had gone to 
Rome secured the privilege of being 
presented to the pope. Leo-XIII. in- 
quired: "Are you a Catholic?" 
"Your holiness, I am not," replied the 
journalist. "Then," queried the 
pope ■ "what may it be that attracts 
you to the Eternal City?" The jour- 
nalist blurted out: "I am here to pre- 
pare for jhe conclave." Tbe pope's 
features fell, but after a moment's 
musing a smile came over his face as 
be remarked: "Then you may take a 
long holiday for there's going to be 
no conclave for a good time to come!'

WIRELESS EXPERIMENTERS. 

Have Been Working at One Scheme 01 
Another for Many Years. 

The public might as well take all 
the dispatches that refer to the amaz- 
ng ■■ ' ...?•«::•,•:, -s telegraphy and 
elephony very calmly, says the Phil- 
adelphia Press. There is a great deal 
of old material being worked over by 
experimenters in various parts of the 
country, and the known achievements 
of laboratory < -xpertsere being redis- 
covi red with a vengeance. The rear* 1 
to-day a number of practical systems 
of wireless telegraphy known. Mar- 
coni leads in the audacity of his suc- 
cess -. but all the leading countriea 
have their own savants who. have 
solved the problem for moderate dis- 
tances, and in the United States Prof. 
I!. Fessenden, of the weather bureau 
is working out a system of his own 
which promises splendid results. 
Prof. Fessenden is under contract 
with the government, and his system 
is to become the property of the gov- 
ernment when all experiments ere 
completed. Others are in the field 
with variuus systems and claims, and 
in case of rival patents, if commercial 
success is assured, the United State* 
courts will no doubt be kept busy. 

What is true of wireless telegraphy, 
isalsotrueof wireless telephony. It is 1 
in no sen|£ a novelty. As early as 
1894 St r William Preece demonstrat- 
ed in Kngland the possibility of 
telephony by induction across con- 
siderable distances, and telephony by 
conduction by the use of rods orplatea 
in the e arth or in ;he water, has been 
demonstrated here and in Fi ance. In 
many ways the field of wireless tele- 
phony is a free one, but at present 
there seems lo be a general disposi- 
tion for experimenters to claim to be 
the- "only originals" on very insuffi- 
cient grou nds.
